March 14.—Judgment In 
favor of the government of Canada 
on its claim for $129,512 against 
the Consolidated Distilleries Cor¬ 
poration Limited was rendered to¬ 
day by Mr. Justice Maclean in the 
Exchequer Court of Canada.

000. of which $1,000,000,000 is represented 
by war loans raised within the Commonwealth, 
while $410,000,000 is the consolidated war 
debt to the British government. This does not 
take into consideration the country s ordinary 
debt. The full original amount of Australia's 
war debt to Great Britain was $460,000,000. 
Of this, $65,000,000, was represented by loans 
advanced to the Commonwealth by the govern¬ 
ment of Great Britain for war puiposes. 
$10,000,000 at 3y 2 per cent and $55,000,000 
at 4y> per cent. The remaining $395,000,000 
is accounted for by money advanced by Great 
Britain for equipment of troops, arms, ammuni¬ 
tion. transport, hospital treatment, and other 
things, including certain advances for pay. 

After the war it was decided to fund the 
total debt. It was agreed that Australia should 
pay 5 per cent on the $395,000,000, while the 
$65,000,000 in definite loans should continue 
to be credited with the original rate of interest. 
This meant that the rate to be paid by Australia 
for the whole $460,000,000 worked out at a 
little less than 5 per cent. 

•When these liabilities were incurred Rt. 
Hon. W. M. Hughes was Prime Minister of 
Australia, and after discussion between himself 
and the authorities at Downing Street it was 
agreed that the Commonwealth should pay 6 
per cent, the difference between that rate and the 
figure representing a little less than 5 per cent 
to go toward the reduction of the total. In 
other words, there would be a small but growing 
contribution each year going toward a reduc-

There are three ways x>f caging 
baskets. A team "that has not mastered 
all of them or lacks several player* 
capable of looping the ball through 
the ring under all aorta of conditions 
Isn't hard to stop. All a defence ha* 
to do la to concentrate In breaking up 
the shots It can execute. 

After all, scoring la the one funda¬ 
mental that cannot be neglected. No 
matter how clever at cutting and 
blocking a five may be. if It can’t hang 
up two points when opportunity pre¬ 
sents itself It la doomed. 

The most common shot la tl^e two- 
hand chest shot. It may be used from 
almost any distance. The player leaps 
las he shoots In order to arch the ball 
high so it will drop straight through 
| the ring. Another shot, and tha 
hardest, la the two-handed shot gotten 
off quickly before the guarding oppo¬ 
nent can block It. A much neglected 
shot Is the tap in of a rebound, a hand 
slap of the descending ball Just as it 
is leaving the basket after a miss. All 
these shots require a considerable 
amount of practice.

! The first aim of the league Is to 
reduce the price for hiring halls by 
half. Other evils are purely national 
in spirit.

vided. It is also suggested that con¬ 
certs should begin nearer 9 o’clock 
than 7. so that the audience may have 
their supper at home instead of bring¬ 
ing their bread and sausage with them; 
to consume in the Intervals. 

Perhaps the most interesting Inno¬ 
vation of all la the decision that con¬ 
cert tickets#bought beforehand from 
an agency in Germany are to be 
cheaper than those purchased at the 
box office on the evening. All the 
great singers and conductors are united 
in supporting the league in Its new 
statutes, and It Is generally considered 
that a reform of Germany's concert 
life is well under way. There are no j 
such things to better concertgoers In 
this country. Concert going is the 
easiest and most delectable thing pos¬ 
sible In Canada, especially is it free 
from "directions" In this city.

Five Wagner masterpieces are In¬ 
cluded In the second half of the con¬ 
cert by the New York Philharmonic 
Symphony Society Orchestra, Arturo 
Toscanini conducting, which will be 
broadcast by WABC and the Columbia 
network from the stage of the Metro¬ 
politan Opera House between 12 noon 
and 2 o’cock, Victoria time, to-morrow. 

Works by Rossini and Haydn are ln- 
cuded in the first portion of the 
programme, and as usual during the 
Intermission a complete description 
of the music and Its composers will be 
given by Olln Downes, the dis¬ 
tinguished music critic. 

In the Wagner group the features 
are the overture to "The Flying Dutch¬ 
man" and "The Ride of the Valky¬ 
ries" from "Die Walkure."

To make the piling up of a fortune the sole aim and object of one’s life 
Is a poor ambition, and to leave nothing behind but a little horde of gold 
when one dies Is a pitiful monument to one’s failure as a human being. 
For no man has a right to live to himself alone and spend his time and 
energies and talents Just for his own benefit. There Is his debt to others 
that he must pay as his only Justification In living. 

Nevertheless, for all of that. It la foolish to deprecate the Importance or 
money-making and to put It. aa la so often done. In the category of unworthy 
pursuits. It Is as much a man’s duty to be a money-maker as It Is to perform 
any other of the obligations of life. If he doesn't. Instead of being a noble and 
heroic figure who despises the sordid things of earth, he merely becomes a 
contemptible parasite. 

For even heroes have to be fed and clothed and housed, and If they 
cannot provide for themselves somebody else has to work overtime to do It 
for them. They literally take the bread out of other peoples’ mouths and 
the clothefe off of their backs, and all of us have seen these contemptuous 
money scorners living on the brothers and sisters and parents they despised. 

In my opinion the man and woman who refuse to work and support them¬ 
selves, and those who are so extravagant that they lay up no money for their old 
age. are Just as much thieves as any highwaymen who hold their victims up 
at the platol-potnt and rob them of their hard-earned money. 

Of course, it Is better to follow the desires of your own heart, provided 
they lead In the right direction. If the desires of your heart nre Tor 
loafing and Idling and sitting In the sun and dreaming dreams, then It is 
selfishness and folly and weakness to follow them. 

But If the desires of one's heart are for following some particular calling 
or to live In some special place or even to live simply but Independently, then 
one Is wise If one follows one’s bent. For we are all happiest and generally 
most successful when we do the work we like to do.

D EAR MISS DIX—My sister and I are two young girls who live In a house of 
discord. We cannot recall a day when there has not been some terrible 
quarrels between our father and mother. He is a habitual drunkard who has 
ruined my mother’s life and causes my sister and me nothing but sorrow and 
humiliation. The result Is we are both getting morbid and pessimistic and my 
sister Is becoming more Irritable and disagreeable every day. What can I do 
to comfort and help my mother and keep my sister and myself young and 
optimistic? I am Just sunk In this bog of family woe. TRISTE. 

Answer—Perhaps If you girls would talk It all over frankly with your 
mother and moke her realize how the atmosphere of your home Is ruining 
your lives, you could work out some plan that would at least lessen the 
gloom that darkens your girlhood. 

If your father Is a habitual drunkard, nothing can be done to change him. 
He probably Is a victim of his vice and cannot escape from it if he would, so 
you will have to accept him aa Just one of the fixed facts that you cannot alter. 
Perhaps It would be better for your mother to take you girls and establish a 
home away from him In which you could live In peace. Perhaps this is not 
feasible. You will have to Judge of that yourself. 

But at anyrate your mother, who Is In full possession of her faculties, 
can refrain from quarreling with him and making dally scenes that make 
your home n place of strife and turmoil. It takes two to make a quarrel, 
uud If she will refuse to be party to one, there will be no dispute. It merely 
requires an effort of the will to refrain from quarreling. 

I grant you that It la pretty hard to give the soft answer that turneth away 
wrath to a sot and that It requires a lot of forbearance to refrain from telling 
him what she thinks of him. and that It takes real heroism to keep from re¬ 
proaching him with all that he has made her suffer. But it can be done and 
It seems to me that any mother should be willing to make the effort and the 
sacrifice to save her young daughters from having their whole lives darkened 
and saddened by the rows that are perpetually taking place In their home. 

Parents seem to think that their quarrels concern themselves alone 
and that It has no effect upon the children to see their father and mother 
fighting like cat and dog and hear them revile each other. Hut In this 
they are sadly mistaken. Such quarrels shock children profoundly. They 
color their whole after life and bring upon them nervous disorders from 
which they suffer as long as they live. 

And that Is a pretty high price to pay for the dally family spat.

Boom Town Fails to Boom After Real E$taters Make Fortunes Selling to Victims, at City Lot Prices, Land That 
Cost 25 Cents An Acre; With Only 5,000 Population, Homesites Are Sold For 325,000, With Subdivisions Ten Miles 
Out; Attracted By Great Boulder Dam Development, Jobless Flock to Las Ve&as From All Parts of the Country 


I N THE southwestern desert in Nevada, a few miles from 
the site chosen for the $55,000,000 Boulder Dam, a great 
city was to ariBe. 

Hardly was the ink dry on President Coolidge’s signa¬ 
ture to the Boulder Dam act passed by Congress in 1928 
than the “boom began. 

The little town of Las Vegas, Nev., was the scene. 
Almost overnight—and as quick as if by some act of magic 
—this town was to become a big, bustling metropolis. 

Thousands of men were to be brought there for the con¬ 
struction of. the great government dam and its accompany¬ 
ing power project. Prosperity was to flow as freely as the 
water that would some day spin the wheels of the great 
turbines. 

Shrewd real estate promoters flocked in. Here, on the 
desert fringes of a town of 5,000 population, they established 
subdivisions galore and began to sell enough lots for a city 
of 350,000 to 400,000 population. 

High pressure sales methods, glowing descriptions of a 
great desert city-that-was-to-be sold them—sold at fabulous 
prices to suckers in many parts of the country land outside 
the oasis of Las Vegas that was practically worthless. Gul¬ 
lible get-rich-quick buyers fell—and how! 

Lured by the prospect of jobs which they sorely needed, 
thousands of workers flocked to this new “boom town." 
But they found disappointment instead of work, with the 
result that the Salvation Army soup kitchen in Las Vegas 
has fed hundreds. 

But still they come, not knowing that the big construction 
concerns which will build the dam hire their workers in big 
cities and take them from one job to another. 


BOULDER DAM AT A GLANCE— SSrztiZSSS 

the world's highest dam and the greatest feat of engineering since the Panama Canal as It will appear 
when completed. The diagram shows that this massive concrete wall (6.13 feet thick at the bottom 
and 45 feet thick at the top) will tower higher than the Washington Monument; that three power 
houses will supply a maximum of one million horsepower, the two upper ones receiving water through 
long tunnels SO feet In diameter drilled through solid rock so that maximum supply can be used effec¬ 
tively during periods of high water; that a deep natural reservoir having an area of 227 square miles 
will pen up the Colorado River’s water for man to make use of as he pleases. The dam Is ex¬ 
pected to cost $55,000,000 and the total project $165,000,000, all of which—plus operation cost and 
maintenance—Is to be repaid to the government In fifty years with Interest at four per cent by power 
contracts already made with the City of Los Angeles and the Southern California Edison Company. 


L AS VEGAS, NEVADA.—Opening of bids at Washington on j 
March 4 for the actual construction of the huge $5.3,000,000 
Boulder Dam was once expected to be the spark that would set 
off a tremendous boom in this desert valley hemmed in by bleak 
volcanic cliffs. But Las Vegas, self-styled ‘‘Gateway to Boulder 
Dam,” most publicized boom town of to-day, greeted the news 
with a forlorn hope ■and' a: sickening fear. 

* For the boom which has been rumbling faintly in this little 
city of 5,000 ever since the Boulder Dam project was assured, 
seems to-day to be only a disheartening dud. 

Las Vegas had planned to make itself into a boom town which 
would rise to dizzy heights of prosperity on the tail of the 
Boulder Dam kite, but the dizziness has been achieved without 
the height. Numbers of men tramp the streets of Las Vegas 
looking for work and panhandling meals. The Salvation Army 
soup kitchen daily feeds several hundred of the stranded. 

Despite repeated warnings that there 


is no work at Las Vegas, the roads 
bring a steady stream of limping autos 
full of men who have heard that the 
great Boulder Dam project la now 
under way. Whole families camp along 
the roads, with all their earthly pos¬ 
sessions strapped on decrepit running- 
boards. hoping to find In Las Vegas 
a new El Dorado. 

NEEDY A HEAL PROBLEM 

Permanent residents here are 
alarmed at the turn the misguided 
boom has taken. For an them has 
fallen the burden of caring 1 or the 
penniless attracted here by hopes of 
Jobs. 

To-day. the chief activities are 
limited to building a road down across 
the desert to the site of the dam. A 
force of men have been at work drill¬ 
ing the bed of the Colorado River and 
doing other preliminary work, but so 
far the hiring of hundreds of men has 
proved mythical. 

Meanwhile the floating population of 
Las Vegas has grown to such propor¬ 
tions that the city authorities are kept J 
busy trying to cope with the situation. 
Here are dozens of men at every street 
corner, all of them out of work, all of 
them hungry, and a great proportion 
of them are broke. 

Often the police, driven to their wits' 
ends by the Increasing number of 
"floaters" in town, round up suspici¬ 
ous characters by the truck load, give 
them a ride fifteen or twenty miles 
out over the desert, then toll them 
"Keep moving." 

However, they cannot work this plan 
with all newcomers, many of whom are 
real workers, and here is where the 
Salvation Army’s soup kitchen has 
helped to solve the question. 
SALVATION ARMY HELPS 

It does not require higher mathe¬ 
matics to figure out that hungry men 
are going to eat. Most of them do not 
worry much about a place to sleep, for 
In this land of little rain there Is no 
great risk In sleeping In the open. 
Many a man has spent the night In a 
chair In a billiard hall and glad of It. 
oT In any little corner where he could 
snuggle down and forget the employ¬ 
ment problem for a while, but with the 
coming of the new day there pops up 
the same old question, "Well, where do 
we eat?" 

Some 200 men have found an an¬ 
swer to this question at the Salvation 
Army's soup kitchen, where coffee and 
bread and butter and oatmeal and a 
little bacon have furnished an appetiz¬ 
ing breakfast, with soup and some 
meat as the main dishes for dinner 
and whatever was left over, chiefly 
potatoes and beans, for supper.

AND STILL THEY COME! 

Residents of the city who have been 
elated at having a national improve¬ 
ment of such magnitude started near¬ 
by. are now alarmed at the conse¬ 
quences. Jobless men continue to 
come. 

Several will roll into town In 
decrepit old car of the 1922 vintage, 
so crippled and patched that It can 
hardly wheeze along. Others will be 
picked up as they trudge along the 
highway perhaps 100 miles from Las 
Vegas and brought Into town, there to 
add their numbers to the big floating 
population. Brakcmen on the freight 
trains are kept busy kicking off men 
who have hopped the freights for Los 
Vegas. 

FUTURE 18 BLEAK 

The great question is, vftll it be any 
better when work actually gets under 
way on a great scale, when 4 000 to 
5,000 men are actually at work on the 
huge project? Will there be Jobs in 
Las Vegas then? Not so many as you 
might think. Here’s why: 

The first step in the dam.construc¬ 
tion is the building of an entire town 
{six miles from the dam site and twenty- 
two miles from Las Vegas. Here will 
be housed all the workers. Conces¬ 
sions will be let to private Individuals 
for commercial enterprises. This site is 
owned by the federal government 

Each operation In the building of a 
dam Is contracted to a private com¬ 
pany. The federal government does 
not build, with Its own employees, any 
part of the dam. 

HIRE CREWS ELSEWHERE 

Construction companies engaged In 
these vast projects have their own 
crew*. These crews travel from Job to 
Job. year after year, with the construc¬ 
tion company. They are hired not at 
the scene of the building but at the 
main office of the construction com¬ 
pany. This may be Los Angeles, Chi¬ 
cago. New York or any other big city, 
but It most certainly Is not Las Vegas, 

Nevada. 

That may seem an unduly pessimis¬ 
tic view of the future prospeilty of 
Las Vegas. A certain part of the pay¬ 
roll will be spent In Las Vegas, to be 
sure. Visitors will come, and supplies 
must be forwarded to the townslte 

But far from being headquarters for 
the men and money that are going Into 
Boulder Dam (Hoover Dam. officially, 
you remember). Las Vegas seems Ukely 
to receive only a limited amount of 
the overflow. But despite this, the 
Influx of hopeful men continues, and I closed the rest.

Various Incidents have come to light 
throughout the country, when some In¬ 
vestor discovered that his land wouldn’t 
even provide sustenance for the pro¬ 
verbial jackrabblt. 

BIG CITY—ON THE MAP 

For a comprehensive picture of 
Vegas real estate promotions, board 
8am Cashman's sedan for a trip to the 
damsite. twenty-eight miles away. It Is 
about thirty-three miles by the auto 
road. You are soon out of Las Vegas 
proper, and there's the rub. 

The city Is built In an area approxi¬ 
mately one and a half square miles— 
but the city limits cover fourteen; 
square miles. It all looks great on a 
salesman's map, too. The dry washes 
the gullies, the acres covered with hard 
jgypslte through which water will not 
1 penetrate, are not shown. Naturally, 


two miles or so from the city limits— 
but many miles from town! And. by 
the way, it was all sold.

It. He has, in fact, quite definite 
foundations for his faith In the ultl 
mate growth of the city. Whitehead 
envisions the resultant cheap power as 
the cause of a new mining era. 

HAS NORMAL FUTURE 

Despite all the damage that has been 
done to Las Vegas by the wildcat real 
estate dealers and other adventurers 
who flocked here in an effort to pro¬ 
mote a "boom town.” this little city In 
the heart of the desert really has i 
steady, normal and promising future. 

It won’t be the bustling metropolis 
of 360.000 pictured by the real estate 
sharks who sold enough lots for a popu 
lation of that size. It won’t be the 
reckless, frontier-like town that the 
gambling houses and the bootleggers 
and the like have sought to make it In 
their effort to attract business. 

CHEAP POWER MAY DO IT 

Instead, this little city of 5,000—the 
only town of any size near Boulder 
Dam—may reasonably expect a growth 
of perhaps 25,000 and a solid prosperity 
based on large mining developments 
hereabouts when the cheap power from 
the dam becomes available about a 
half dozen years hence. 

Nevada Is rich In. many kinds of 
minerals. Las Vegas is the centre of a 
great copper producing region. But the 
copper ore has to be sent to Perth Am¬ 
boy. N.J., for electrolytic refining. 
Cheap power may result In the estab¬ 
lishment of such refineries close to the 
source of supply. 

"Cheap power will open up the 
mines," says S. R. Whitehead, president 
of the Las Vegas Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. "Thousands of tons of ore are 
waiting to be taken out. but the cost 
of mining Is now prohibitive." 

The resultant water for irrigation and 
artesian well development may encour¬ 
age farming In nearby areas where the 
land is not too high for Irrigation from 
the dam’s huge reservoir. Adjacent 
silica deposits may eventually bring 
glass manufacturing here when cheap 
power Is available. 

SEE DIVORCE BUSINESS 

Moreover. Las Vegas Is looking with a 
Jealous eye to the thriving and profit¬ 
able business of melting marriage 
bonds that Is conducted at Reno to the 
north. The three months residence 
requirement Is the same here as at 
Reno, of course, and the business has 
shown some Increase. Tfc.re Is talk of 
building a fine hotel to make the city 
more attractive to persons waiting the 
necessary ninety days for their divorces 

But Reno probably will continue to 
get the cream of the divorce business 

long as It continues to offer superior 
amusements and social attractions for 
wealthy easterners. 

Solid and substantial local citizens, 
too wise to count on mere boom pros¬ 
perity and looking toward a sound

HIGHWAY CROSSES DAM 

Plans are being made for an Increased 
tourist trade as the highway to King- 
man, Arlz.. passing directly over the 
dam like It was a bridge, will offer a 
natural scenic attraction. 

But waiting for normal prosperity Is 
Irksome for certain elements who have 
tried to set up here a living remin¬ 
iscence of the days when Goldfield, 
Tonopah and other turbulent towns 
seethed with seekers for gold. Other 
things beside real estate have been 
promoted. 

Certain forms of gambling are li¬ 
censed uniter a state law. An effort In 
favor of horse racing has been under 
way for some time. And liquor flows 
as freely here as In any of the great 
cities of the country. 

Some of the ghosts of the old fron¬ 
tier days survive. Among them la the 


Payment was made In gold 
dust. All that valuable stuff for miles 
around came to Las Vegas to be shipped 
out, and the Arizona Club's bar got Its 
share. Upstairs was a hotel. 

FAMOUS BAR DECREPIT NOW 

That massive-looking bar of fine¬ 
grained mahogany la now unvarnished 
and dirty. One end is given over to a 
stack of canned vegetables used in 
cooking. 

It is said that the dancing girls still 
get a percentage on drinks they per¬ 
suade visitors to buy. And the old 
stunt of giving a girl a drink of colored 
water instead of the "shot" that her 
escort pays fifty cents for Is still 
worked. 

The beer that one buys In Las Vegas 
Is not even good beer. The bottom of 
the bottle has Its tell-tale deposit of 
yeast. It Is made In the bacl^ of the 
saloon. 

There are other "clubs" and places 
that beckon to the visitor In quest of 
evening's amusement who has 
money to spend. But don’t vision any

presiding behind great shining bars, or 
eager throngs tensely watching the 
turn of chance for high stakes at a 
green baize table. The liquor one gets 
Is of poor quality and the gambling li 
weak and dispirited—Ju*t as one would 
expect In a town to which great throngs 
of men have come In search of jobs and 
railed to find them. 

AWAIT NORMAL GROWTH 
The real estate wildcatters and the 
other sharks who sought to make a 
reckless and mushroom-llke boom town 
of Las Vegas have had their day, and 
thousands of gullible investors through¬ 
out the United States are sadder but 
wiser as the result thereof. - 
The gaudy dream of creating a new 
metropolis of the west that was to grow 
like a mushroom and bloom like a rose 
has withered under the desert sun and 
the hard light of facts. 

And solid citizens of Las Vegas, con¬ 
tent to await the coming of normal de¬ 
velopment and resultant prosperity, are 
going ahead patiently toward the day 
when It Is expected that Boulder Dam'a 
power will bring this about.

O NE OP the most amazing books ever published 
Is P. D. Pasley's "A1 Capone," the biography 
of the notorious Chicago murderer and bandit. 
•Scarlace,' •• says The Dally Mall ol London about 
the new book which the Canadian Government 
thinks no Canadian should be allowed to read and 
has therefore barred the publication from the 
malls. 

The Dally Mall. In a special article devoted to 
the book, which is In great demand and haa 
caused such a stir in London, goes on to say: 

The author is a Chicago journalist, who writes 
wltt full knowledge and reveals much that was 
never In print before. 

Capone came to Chicago in 1920 an Impecuni¬ 
ous hoodlum: by 1929 he was estimated by the 
revenue service to be worth £4.000,000. ... He 
had served with the American Expeditionary Force 
overseas In the world war. . . . 

A pleasant enough fellow to meet—socially. . . 
Height about 5 feet 8 inches; weight around 

13*4 stone; thirty-two years old (In 1920). 

Ponderous of movement till engaged In action, 
then as agile as a panther. He Is Neapolitan by 
birth and Neanderthal by instinct. 

His great opportunity arrived with prohibition, 
which offered wealth beyond the dreams of avar¬ 
ice to the crook who would supply alcohol to the 
Chicago public. The gangsters and criminals of 
Chicago speedily organized to give the people what 
they wanted, and Capone, In virtue of his superior 
cunning, savagery and business capacity, took the 
lead among the organizers. 

But. It was and Is a risky business. He has, 
however, a solid following of "bulky, hard-faced 
murderers: no fewer than 700 men. probably as 
vicious an aggregation as ever assembled outside 
the walls of penal Institution.” 

He has also in his service “500 Jezebels” for his 
disorderly houses. When he goes to first nights 
at Chicago theatres—as is his wont—he Is at¬ 
tended by eighteen tuxedoed (dinner-jacketed) 
gentlemen-ln-waltlng—a bodyguard outnumber¬ 
ing that of the President of the United States, 
quick of eye and quicker on the draw; posted 
strategically about the house! rising as one man 
as he goes to Indulge In the entr'acte cigarette. 

Being “the most shot-at man In the United 
States.” he has naturally provided himself with a 
•portable fort” In which to take the air. It as¬ 
sumes the form of an armored motor-car: 

It cost him £4,000. Shrapnel, buckshot or ma¬ 
chine-gun bullets would splatter off It as harm¬ 
lessly as raindrops off a tin roof. It had a special 
combination lock so that pis enemies couldn’t 
jimmy a door to plant a bomb under him. 

Preceding this locomotive fort Is always a light 
car with gunmen; and following It closely Is a sec¬ 
ond car with his main bodyguard. He takes no 
risks. 

One of his greatest ttrokes has been his cap¬ 
ture of the town of Cicero, a rttburb of Chicago 
with 70,000 Inhabitant*. At tire municipal elec¬ 
tions he returned his gangster friends for the 
civic administration. Here he still has his head¬ 
quarters and stronghold when he goes to Chicago 
to organze murder and bootlegging. * 

The revenue at his disposal has shot up to 
colossal Bums. According to government Investi¬ 
gators. by 1927 he was drawing £21,000,000 a year, 
£12,000.000 of it from bootlegging. 

Of this, the take by police, city and county 
politicians and dry agents was, of course, enor¬ 
mous. No accurate estimate is possible as to the 
amount Capons was pooketlng. but those In hla 
confidence have put It at £ 8 , 000 . 000 . 

The stupendous profits of the Illicit liquor 
trade supply him In abundance with cash with 
which to bribe democracy’s venal politicians and 
judges, and the police. William Hale Thompson, 
the vulgar mountebank mayor of Chicago, whose 
slogan was “Bust King George on the Snoot,” was 
hand-ln-glove with Capone, who “contributed sub¬ 
stantially to the Thompson campaign.” 

In return Capone has hod a free run. Accord¬ 
ing to evidence given before the United Statea 
Senate, ’’sixty per cent of the (Chicago) police 
were engaged In the liquor business: not In con¬ 
nivance. but actually.” And. as the result: “The 
men who took money from bootleggers for over¬ 
looking violations of the Volstead Act were Inca¬ 
pacitated from arresting them for any other 
crime. They had to stand for murder, robbery 
and many other crimes.” 

Juries were terrified: witnesses were threatened 
and suddenly lost their memory. The death pen¬ 
alty for long has not been enforced: “In Cook 
County (In which Chicago lies) since 1923 there 
have «aeen more than 500 gangster killings, with 
not a single conviction." 

But still Capone's machine guns and gunmen 
In motor-cars terrlorlze Chicago.

EBooks and ‘Tking.s 


J W. GARVIN, a Toronto author whose chief 
•- claim to fame ts hla anthology. "Canadian 
Poetry,” is now making another bid for remem¬ 
brance on the part of posterity. In 1915 he pub¬ 
lished a pamphlet entitled “A Canadian Philoso¬ 
pher." in which he anticipated the inferential and 
deductive conclusions made by 8lr James Jeans in 
his recent work. "The Mysterious Universe." Al¬ 
though Mr. Osrvln did not publish his findings 
until 1915, he says that it was as early as 1902 
that one day when he was pondering the spontan¬ 
eous. radio-active disintegration of certain atoms 
of radium there flashed Into his mind this start¬ 
ling Inference: "Matter reduced Infinitely to Its 
ultimate reduction and thought-energy are Iden¬ 
tical in substance and character.” He at once ac¬ 
cepted this as an absolute truth and divine inspir¬ 
ation and incorporated It Into his Religion-Phil¬ 
osophy. Mr. Garvin Is a graduate of the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto and was a student in Mental and 
Moral Philosophy under Professor George Paxton 
Young. 

• • • • 

R EADERS of "The Mysterious Universe” will re¬ 
member the following passage, the main Idea 
of which Mr. Garvin formulated in 1902: "The 
untvers* begins to look more like a great thought 
than like a great machine. Mind no lohger ap¬ 
pears an accidental Intruder Into the realm of 
matter; we are beginning to suspect that we ought 
rather to hall It as the creator and governor of 
the realm of mstter—not of course our individual 
minds, but the mind In which the atoms out of 
which our individual minds have grown exists as 
thoughts. 

“The new knowledge compels us to revise our 
hasty first impressions that we had stumbled Into 
a universe Which" either did not concern Itself 
with life or was actively hostile to life. The old 
dualism of mind and matter, which was mainly 
responsible for the supposed hostility, seems likely 
to disappear, not through matter becoming In 
any way more shadowy or uusubstantlal than 
heretofore, or through mind becoming resolved 
into a function of the working of matter, but 
through substantial matter resolving itself Into a 
creation and manifestation of mind. We discover 
that the universe shows evidence of a designing 
or controlling power that has something in com¬ 
mon with our own individual minds.”

and this study revealed to him the close rela¬ 
tionship between the endeavors of Shaftesbury 
and Bamardo and the profound significance of 
the latter^ ,wj)tk as a pioneer movement in child- 
welfare. It was therefore not surprising that Dr. 
Bready should have undertaken to write a biog¬ 
raphy of the emancipator of the destitute children 
of London, and he has done this work with such 
skill, has portraed a character so energetic, so un¬ 
selfish. so lovable that I read every page avidly 
and confess that henceforth I will regard Dr. Bar¬ 
ns rdo as one of England's greatest heroes. 

HAD JEWISH BLOOD IN HIS VEINS 

William Booth and Thomas Bamardo were con¬ 
temporaries. Booth opened a mission in London 
in 1886; Bamardo began his work as a teacher 
In one of 8haftesbury'a ragged schools In 1866. 
Both these men who were to do so much for Lon¬ 
don’s poor had Jewish blood In their veins. The 
name. Bamardo, however. Is Italian, and the 
grandfather of the doctor was a wealthy merchant 
in Venice, although the family originally was He¬ 
brew and belonged to Spain. Thomas was born 
on July 4. 1845. In Dublin. His father was a pros¬ 
perous business man; his mother was the daugh¬ 
ter of an English Quaker family long resident In 
Ireland. As a boy Thomas was a devotee of such 
writers as Voltaire. Rousseau and Tom Paine, but 
In his teens a great revival swept Ireland and he 
was converted. From then on. says his biographer, 
"he, as much as Wesley. Wllberforce or Shaftes¬ 
bury. was a Chfjyftian to the bone." He began to 
do mission work4a the vilest slums of Dublin, but, 
under the influence of Rev. Hudson Taylor, he 
decided that he would go to China as a mission¬ 
ary. At the age of twenty-one he entered London 
Hospital to fit himself for the work of a medical 
missionary. 

A BRUISER BROUGHT TO HIS KNEES 

It was In the same year. 1866. that a cholera 
epidemic broke out In east London. It was his 
experience as a volunteer helper that made Bar- 
nardo aware of the sore need of London's destitute 
children. He put In most of his spare time as a 
teacher in one of Shaftesbury's ragged schools. In 
street preaching, and in Bible distribution. The 
young Irishman went Into the worst streets and 
lanes of Stepney. The story Is told that one night 
a gang of toughs with a ''bruiser” at their head 
went to one of his meetings with the Intention of 
breaking it up and giving Bamardo a good hiding. 
The bruiser was to give the sign to the others 
when rough-house tactics were to begin. But to 
his surprise the half-drunken bruiser saw in the 
young preacher the medical student who had 
risked his life to attend him when he was down 
with the cholera. The ruffians behind him grew 
restless. Was their leader losing his nerve? 
"Finally one fellow broke out: 'Hey. bruiser! Wat 
abort th’ fun?’ The leader, sobered by the situa¬ 
tion, now Jumped up and. turning to his pals, 
exclaimed: ’If any o* you chaps touches this man, 
you settles wl’ me!’ 

"Some of the gang, disgruntled at this rebuff, 
filed out of the house; some stayed with their 
leader. But before the termination of that cot¬ 
tage service, the notorious fighter requested Bar- 
nardo to pray for him. He went home that night 
a humbled man, determined, at any cost, to find 
peace with God. Thus, groping In darkness, he 
sought the Light; and later, after a desperate 
struggle, and under Barnardo’s Influence, he en¬ 
tered Into the consciousness of a twice-born soul. 

"This ’bruiser’ so dramatically converted to the 
service of God, was William Notman; one of the 
best workers Barnardo’s cause has known.” Two 
of Notman's sons became ministers and did a 
great work among the east end poor. 

FINDS A “LAY” OF HOMELESS URCHINS 

Late Id 1868, Bamardo. with the support of 
two or three other students, set up a ragged 
school of their own In an old cottage which for 
years had been used as a donkey-shed. The rent 
was modest enough—Just half-a-crown a week! 
Here, on a raw December night, a waif, attracted 
by the warmth, asked If he might sleep In the 
shed all night. He was a ten-year-old boy with a 
pinched face and undersized body, dirty, cold, 
ragged. He assured Bamardo that he had no 
home and. like many other boys, slept under any 
kind of shelter. Bamardo asked If he would take 
him to the haunts of his acqualntarces. So. after 
midnight, little Jim Jervis led his new friend 
through narrow lanes to a blind alley. The 
urchin stopped before a wall ten feet high. He 
invited Bamardono climb up the wall and there 
he saw eleven children lying sleeping, crouched 
together, on the roof, no covering of any kind 
upon them except the rags they wore. The boy 
assured his new friend that there were plenty of 
these “lays” of homeless boys. 

A GHASTLY REVELATION OF POVERTY 

It was this “roof-top revelation," as his biog¬ 
rapher puts it, that made Bamardo forget China 
and devote himself to London’s poor boys. When 
he told of what he had seen that night to others 
they would not believe him. Lord Shafesbury had 
for years been president of the Ragged School 
Union, but, ragged as his charges were, they all 
had homes of one sort or another. Neither he 
nor his associates could believe that young Bar- 
nardo was right when he said there were hun¬ 
dreds of children in London who ware absolutely 
destitute. Bamardo. with Jim Jarvis as guide, 
agreed to prove that he was not exaggerating con¬ 
ditions. Then, one very cold night, a slumming 
party descended upon "Queen’s Shades.” near the 


the homeless 


doctor became a missionary among 
children of the old city. 

NO DESTITUTE CHILD TURNED AWAY 

The writer of this book proceeds to describe 
In chapter after chapter the peculiar missionary 
movement which Barnardo built up in east Ix>n- 
don. The narrative abounds In human Inter¬ 
est stories. It is. as he says, a story without par¬ 
allel in the history of benevolent achievement. 
Shocked by Shaftesbury’s revelations, the good 
people of London contributed generously to Bar¬ 
nardo’s Wdr*. By 1870 the doctor had opened a 
home in an old house in Stepney Causeway and It 
was soon filled to overflowing. One night a half- 
naked. half-starved boy. John Somers, nicknamed 
"Carrots” because of his red hair, pleaded for ad¬ 
mission. Every bed was full. Dr. Barnardo gave 
the boy a hot meal and half a crown and told 
him to come back a week later and he would find 
room for him. "The day before Carrots was bank¬ 
ing on admission, two workmen In Billingsgate, 
shortly after dawn, on turning over a hogshead, 
discovered two boys, apparently asleep. One Im¬ 
mediately awoke and, agile as a cat, rushed away. 
The other seemed soundly asleep; so one of the 
men shook him. but without effect. He was 
motionless, as if In a trance. Hence the work¬ 
man lifted him up. and toqchlng his face 
drew back with a start. ’Carrots’ was dead! 

“The coroner’s inquest revealed the fact that 
he ‘had succumbed to the combined effects of 
hunger and exposure.’ The little plnched-up face 
and fleshless body told their own tale, the verdict 
was: 'Death from exhaustion, the result of fre¬ 
quent exposure and want of food.’ 

"This tragedy pierced Barnardo’s heart. He 
was unable to dismiss the thought that he had 
turned ’Carrots* from his door; Indirectly he felt 
responsible for his death. The past, however, was 
irreparable, and remorse of no avail. One thing 
!Barnardo could do. He resolved, by God's help, 
never again to turn away a destitute child. So 
across headquarters he swung a large sign: ’No 
destitute child ever refused admission/ 

"The acceptance of this motto was a tremen¬ 
dous declaration of faith. Yet ever since. It has 
remained the Home's charter, and though often 
their faith has been tried, never has their ‘barrel 
of meal or cruse of oil’ failed.” 

"WE BEGS YER PARDON, SIR!" 

Dr. Bready tells a story which Illustrates how 
the poor, even the toughest among London's poor, 
took kind-hearted young Barnardo to their hearts. 
"Barnardo’s life,” he says, "was one of ceaseless ad¬ 
venture. Inspired by faith. One night, when mak¬ 
ing a round of lodging-houses in a notorious dis¬ 
trict. he was pounced upon by ’roughs’ who re¬ 
lieved him of hat. coat, watch, chain, fountain- 
pen and every penny in his pocket. Next mo¬ 
ment the thieves dashed out of sight. Barnardo 
knew It was useless to give chase. Though loath 
to part with his belongings, being powerless to 
recover them, he proceeded with his calls. To his 
amazement, a little later, he was confronted by 
one of the robbers, who. handing all back, ex¬ 
claimed: " ’Ad we know’d ye was Dr. Barnardo. we 
would hlver ha’ touched ye. We begs yer pardon, 
sir!’" 

REMARKABLE NATIONAL TRIBI TE 

How Barnardo’s work expanded from year to 
year reads like a romance. In 1868 he received a 
contribution of £214. In 1870 there was sub¬ 
served three times this amount. When he opened 
his first "Home” he received nearly £7.000. By 
1877 the total contributed was £30,000 and by 
1891 It had mounted to over £131,000. But during 
his lifetime Dr. Barnardo was always In need of 
more money to open more homes for his children. 
When he died In 1905. aged sixty, his heart worn 
out by the strain put upon it. the debt hanging 
over his many homes totalled almost £250,000. 
But the English people, moved by his death, con¬ 
tributed as a memorial fund enough to wipe out 
this vast amount. It was a wonderful national 
tribute to one who through forty years of rescue 
work averaged about six hours’ rest per night 
and often, for months, worked sixteen to eighteen 
hours a day. He had fathered 80,000 destitute 
children. And to-day his work still goes on. as 
can be seen In the many pictures of Barnardo 
centres In this volume. 

BUILDERS OF THE EMPIRE 

Over 50.000 Barnardo children have been placed 
in homes In various parts of the British Empire, 
and Dr. Bready’s chapter on their success Is not 
the least interesting part of hls arratlve. He claims 
that, while there have been epidemics of criticism 
of Barnardo boys In Canada, more than ninety- 
eight per cent have “made good.” When we con¬ 
sider the heredity and early environment of these 
children, the wonder Is that there have not been 
among them a larger percentage of ne’er-do-wells. 
The Barnardo boys In Canada have their own 
magazine. "Ups and Downs,” and last year they 
contributed $4,000 to the work of the homes In 
England. The vastness of this work Is seen In tile 
fact that the homes’ annual Income and expen¬ 
diture Is more than £500.000. "And that sum. ex¬ 
pressive of the people’s love. Is contributed from 
citizens in every walk of life throughout the Em¬ 
pire. from King and Queen, who are patrons of 
the homes, to the humblest seamstress and casual 
laborer, who reckon it an honor to ’do their bit’; 
while outside the empire, from persons of every 
nation and clime, come auxiliary gifts—some from I 
Ambassadors at European courts, some from the 
grandchildren of cannibals Inhabiting Christian¬ 
ized Islands In the southern seas.”

Vicki Baum, authoress of “Grand Hotel" 

G RAND HOTEL” is really a melodrama, pure and 
simple. What makes it worth while Is the 
unusual sympathy and tenderness with which 
Vicki Baum, the author, has portrayed each of 
her characters. 

The scene Is a luxurious hotel In Berlin. Here 
come some oddly-assorted people: a slick Jewel 
thief planning a big Job. a worn-out little clerk 
who Is bent on having- one final fling before he 
dies, a maimed veteran of the World War. a pom¬ 
pous industrialist, an aging danseuse. a young 
stenographer who wistfully sighs after luxury and 
doesn’t care greatly how she gets it. 

The thief tries to rob the dancer and ends 
by falling in love with her himself. The Indus¬ 
trialist gets hls affairs tangled, plans to elope 
with the stenographer and gets involved In a mur¬ 
der instead. The pathetic little clerk blossoms 
out bravely, wins several thousand marks In a 
gambling hall, and quite unexpectedly finds him¬ 
self running off with the stenographer. And the 
war veteran totters feebly through every scene, 
surrounded by a vibrant and eventful life in 
which he can take no part, condemned to boredom 
on the sidelines. 

All of this, basically. Is pure melodrama. But 
Miss Baum has a very effective way of getting 
under all of these people's skins. In turn, you 
feel the yearning of the little cleric, the restless 
daring of the thelf, the despondency of the 
dancer, the confused groping of the Industrialist, 
and the boredom of the war veteran. As a re¬ 
sult the book has an appeal that Is quite out of 
the ordinary, and makes very entertaining read¬ 
ing.

This Thriller’s Scene 
In African Prisons 


T HE IRON WIDOW,” by Harry Hervey, Is de¬ 
pressing enough, but it at least keeps one's 
interest aroused. Indeed, It fairly makes you 
breathless with suspense, towards the end. so 
that it is hard to keep from flipping over to the 
last page to see how the thing comes out. 

The scene is a French prison in Africa, where 
lawbreakers from the Foreign Legion and the la¬ 
bor battalions are confined. It Is a place of hor¬ 
rible brutality, run by a slow-witted commandant 
who, in turn, is under the thumb of a sort of 
human tigress, a light-skinned negress whom he 
has Installed in hls quarters as his mistress. 

Into all of this comes a young officer, sup¬ 
posedly a mere replacement for a member of the 
prison staff who has been transferred to another 
post, but In reality an undercover man for the 
French secret service, assigned to check up on 
rumors that the prison was being poorly con¬ 
ducted. This officer, naturally, runs Into a good 
deal of excitement, and does not escape with his 
report—and, incidentally, with hls life—until the 
last page. 

This sounds as if "The Iron Widow” were Just 
another hair-raiser. But It is more than that. 
There Is in it a good deal of shrewd Insight Into 
the souls of convicts and wardens, and a serious 
study of the way in which, given the right cir¬ 
cumstances. civilized men can go back Into the 
Jungle. It Is well worth reading. 


D EFINITE steps are now being taken In connec¬ 
tion with the proposed memorial to Nell 
Munro.

rpHE COURSE OF EMPIRE” provides a series of 
J- first-hand glimpses of the great California 
gold rush of '49. Valeska Bari has taken extracts 
from a dozen or more articles published by writ¬ 
ers of that day and has tied them together In a 
book which makes that colorful era real and 
vivid. 

Not all of the quotations show the forty-niners 
as heroes. The old Spaniard, for example, saw 
them as a horde of unscrupulous pirates bent on 
pillage. The man who actually found the first 
traces of gold at Sutters’ Mill has a sad story to 
tell, likewise, of rapacity and lawlessness. Various 
"argonauts” who were among the first to come to 
the new empire have left bitter accounts of their 
disillusionment. The founder of the Vigilantes 
has a good deal to say about crime and corrup¬ 
tion. 

But If the book takes a little of the tinsel off 
of a profoundly interesting epoch In American his¬ 
tory It is, for that very reason, all the more valu¬ 
able. It shows one the go]d rush as It looked at 
the time, before the romancers had had time to 
prettify It. It cannot destroy Its true color and 
excitement. 


What Speculators 
Must Master to Be 
Successful 


OIR ARTHUR KEITH, the famous British ethnol- 
^ oglst, pooh-poohs the Idea that man was orig¬ 
inally good and lived In a “golden age” until the 
economics of the world corrupted hls nature. In 
a little book, "Ethnos, or the Problem of Race” 
(Kegan, Paul, London), published In the "To-day 
and To-morrow” series, he says that neither was 
there a state of Innocence nor a state of wicked¬ 
ness. The truth Is that original man. like mod¬ 
ern man, was both good end bad. "Tribal life, 
which was universal. Is possible only If man can 
hate as well as lore. Every member of a tribe 
must have a double nature—one to be exercised 
on hls tribesmen, the other to be exercised on all 
who are outside the tribe. In every breast there 
Is the power to hate, as well as to love, to be cruel 
as well as to be kind, to help as well as to hinder, 
to save as well as to kill. A tribesman had no 
option; one side of hls nature prevailed within 
the tribe; the other without It. We are all tribal 
In origin; our mental nature Is so constituted as 
to fit Into the scheme for the evolution of races. 
There is only one escape for man If he wishes to 
bring Nature’s scheme of evolution to an end. Hls 
nature must be transformed, so that the whole 
population of the world may become members of 
one tribe.” But Sir Arthtur has to admit that re- 
raclnllzatlon of the world Is almoet impossible. 
There Is a better way of solving the difficulties of 
race. Men must be convinced that evolution Is 
true In practice as well aa in theory. "They must 
realize, recognize and bring ail their Inborn tribal 
Instincts and racial prejudices under the rule of 
reason.” 


T APE READING and Market Tactics." by Hum¬ 
phrey B. Neill, vice-presidont and general 
manager of Wetscl Market Bureau Inc., published 
by B. C. Forbes Publishing Company, New York, 
Is the first book to be published in years on the 
subject of Interpreting the movements of the 
stock market from the action revealed on the 
ticker tape. Whether the trader constantly 
watches the tape, or only occasionally has time to 
look at quotations, the methods here explained 
will enable h!m to analyze market action and 
from hls analysis predict with profitable accuracy 
the movements of stock prices. 

Every speculator has three steps to climb, says 
the author, before he can expect consistent mar¬ 
ket success. He must familiarize himself with the 
power and methods of the operating professional 
speculative group; he must learn the principles 
whereby he may Interpret the manoeuvres of 
those groups and the actions of the public; and 
he must attain a mastery of himself, hls tempera¬ 
ment and emotions. 

Mr. Nell further says. "Almost Anything Is fair 
In stock trading. The whole idea is to outsmart 
the other fellow. It Is a game of checkers with 
the big fellows playing against the public. Many 
a false move Is engineered to catch our kings. The 
operators have the advantage In that the public 
is generally wrong. They are at a disadvantage 
in that they must put up the capital; they risk 
fortunes on their Judgment of conditions. We. 
on the other hand, who buy and sell in small 
lots, must learn to tag along with the Insiders 
while they are accumulating and running up their 
stocks; but we must get out quickly when they 
do." .... "If we can determine the supply and 
demand which exists for stocks, we need not know 
anything else:”

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George A. R. Russell Sees Decay of Cities. the Life Blood Supplied 

By Rural Migration is Exhausted

IVfORTH AMERICA, which began as a rural civilization and 
- ' then became the greatest builder of cities the world" has 
ever seen, must do an about-face and turn back to the farm 
again if it is to escape disaster. 

This is the warning voiced by George W. Russell, the famous 
Irish poet and philosopher who is known throughout the English- 
speaking world as “AE,” under which pen name he prints 
his verse. 

Mr. Russell has been touring North America for several 
months. In that time What he has seen of the country has con¬ 
firmed his old conviction—that decay and dissolution are the 
inevitable products of urban life. There is, as he sees it, but 
one way out; to return to the farm and the village, and renew 
the national vitality by continued close contact with the soil. 

"At present," he eeys, "your cities are 
teeming with vitality. Never have I 


seen such cities — such energy, such 
boundless life. * But where do they get 
this vitality, this exuberance? Prom 
the still unexhausted countryside, from 
which the city's ranks are constantly 
being refilled; from the virile peasant 
stocks of Europe. 

"They will not be able to keep that. 
A London sociologist recently told me 
that he never found more than four 
generations of city dwellers. That is 


Ing that your present trend continues? 
What then? 

"In the course of time you will have 
10 per cent of your people living in 
the country and the rest In the city. 
And if only 10 per cent remain in the 
country, there will be no surplus to 
vitalize the cities. In a few genera¬ 
tions your cities will decay — in¬ 
evitably.” 

BLAMES EFFICIENCY 
Efficiency, the pride of modems, Is

"But come to the end of It you will. 
The Increasing efficiency of agricul¬ 
ture and Industry will finally force 
you to cohslder what you can do about 
the growing problem of unemploy¬ 
ment. And then, probably, you will 
discover that the best solution Is to 
enable the unemployed to feed them¬ 
selves with the food they take out of 
the ground, and sell the surplus. 

"Your country will go on, for a 
time, with a kind of momentum If 
you can speedily pull out of your 
preserft depression, for Instance, you’ll 
go on and you won't think ol this I 
problem with that passionate serious¬ 
ness. But if the depression continues, 
and you find it is not a temporary 
thing, the whole power of the state 
will tackle the problem.” 

OVERPRODUCTION OF FOOD 


Increasing agricultural efficiency to 
Mr. Russell, Is typified by the "one 


national output of food products. 
They enable a relatively small number 
of farmers to produce more food than 
a much larger number could a genera¬ 
tion ago. As a result there is a great 
overproduction of food, the farmer is 
unable to make money and the trend 
to the eity gets a new Impulse. 

But that is not the only count 
against these "factory farms,” as he 
calls them. 

’Nothing." he says, "Is more empty 
than one of these farms where they 
produce only one crop and try to 
market It for cash. There is no variety. 
The farmer does not grow what he 
eats. Life is dull. The children grow 
up to think of the cities as alluring 
places. They go to them. Even if 
they soon discover that the city Is 
not as attractive as they had thought, 
they have left the farm—and they 
suffer for It.” 

DIVERSIFICATION IS REMEDY 

The remedy? More diversification, 
stronger farm organizations—and per¬ 
haps less efficiency, the whole finding 
expression in an entirely new outlook 
towards farm life. 

"In Europe." he says, "farming la 
considered more as a way of life than 
as a business. That is as it should be. 
Consider what a small, self-contained 
farm can be like. The people there 
grow and prepare their own food. 


'They cure their own meat, make their ] for thelr own consumption, 
own wine, and give every member of [ "That la what la needed. Let a man 


the family as good a life as possible. 
In the evening the farmer sits around 
his fire, happy and Independent, and 
he can look any damn man In the face 
at any hour of the day or night and 
tell him to go to blazes. 

"Now the factory worker can’t do 
that—unless he is willing to consign 
his family to blazes at the same time. 

'After all, life Isn't Just a matter of 
making money. Our great goal, after 
. Is to have life and have It more 
abundantly. Mankind Is like Antaeus 
in the fable. It must keep its contact 
with Mother Earth to keep Its strength. 
Your cities may have better sanitation 
and health conditions than the cities 
!of Europe, bxlt sooner or later they 
will sap the workers' vitality — the 
workers, mind you, for I am not speak¬ 
ing of the well-to-do or the middle 
class, who can get away from the city 
whenever they like. I am talking of 
the worker, who is tied down and 
can’t move.” 

NOT A DIFFICULT JOB 

The Job of turning the trend of 
population back to the farm Is not 
difficult, Mr. Russell believes. Eco¬ 
nomic pressure. In his opinion, will 
eventually force the change. 

"In Europe, during the war.” he says. 
"It was found that on a plot of ground 
90x30 feet a man can produce enough 
green vegetblea to last a family of five 
for a year. I learn that many people 
In America to-day are moving to the 
outskirts of cities and getting five and 
ten-acre plots, where they grow food 


go on a farm, not to make money but 
to find a better way of life. Let him 
grow his own food, consume what he 
needs and sell the surplus. It 1* 
amazing *ow well he can get along.” 

Yet the economic side., he Is careful 
to point out/ is not all of It. Ftarm 
organizations, with stfong chapters in 
each village, can do much to make 
rural life more attractive. 

ORGANIZATION 18 NEEDED 

"The man on the farm needs such 
a society." he says. “Not merely for 
economic purposes—he needs it be¬ 
cause It must brlhg him all the rich 
culture of your great state. He can¬ 
not live by bread alone. His society 
must bring the best of thought, art. 
music and so forth to create a real 
rural civilization. 

“Agricultural societies abroad have 
pointed the way. In Ireland, for in¬ 
stance, the societies use their profits 
for building community halls for 
dances, concerts lectures, libraries, 
plays and the like. In Italy a co¬ 
operative organization has done like¬ 
wise. These organizations are prim¬ 
arily economlo, of course. They help 
their members market their produce 
and buy their supplies. But theee other 
activities are fully as important. And 
to furnish them a farm organization 
must have its roots in the lndlfldual 
villages. In that way you cau build 
up a true rural culture. 

“If you can do that your bogeys ef 
operproductlon and unemployment 
will bother you no longer. And your 
people will have a better life—and 
have it more abundantly.” 



March On Mt. Douglas—Flowers, Scenery, Geology

S HELBURNE STREET has taken most of the 
traffic from Mount Tolmle road, so that in 
spite of the immense increase in what our 
forefathers called "carriages" the pedestrian can 
pass through "lark-land" in comparative peace. 
Even the street-car Is an infrequent Intruder. The 
old road retains a large measure of Its rural char¬ 
acter. The skylarks sing over the flying-field and 
the meadow-larks call to each other across wide 
stretches of grass-land. Last Saturday I passed a 
man harrowing a little garden plot, and the 
ground was so covered with great gulls that horse 
and he moved In a constant tremor of gray wings. 
Gulls are particularly fond of these broad acreB, 
following- the plough when they can. or forming 
great sheets of silvery gray. Crows love them, too, 
and as the share parts the soil the glossy black 
prospectors are busy with worm and maggot. 
Overhead they are always to be seen going and 
coming, for they are active, restless birds. 

On the steep sandy slopes of Mount Tolmle's 
disused gravelplt a party of boys Is engaged In 
exploration. What a field for adventure there is 
in such a place with its soft slipping sand and 
the sense of height and the surrounding thickets 
full of hiding-places and mystery! Even the old 
plant is grist to an imaginative mind as it stands 
up sombre and dark in the pit’s hollow like a 
watchful ogre. It is a place, this gashed and torn 
side of the hill, full of possibilities for Wolf Cubs, 
official and unofficial, and I can fancy half a 
dozen games that might be played on such a ter¬ 
ritory and with such a background. 

Crossing the valley between St. Aldan's and 
St. Luke's. Cedar Hill Road is reached and then 
followed north. Here on the right is the old 
Church Farm, now sadly dismembered, and be¬ 
yond lie the broad acres of the original Irvine 
farm. Although Shelburne Street with its little 
homes runs across the open valley, the years since 
first I saw It have made little change. The gen¬ 
eral features of the landscape are the same. 

A BROOMY KXOWE 

Here as the road rises comes a little lane to the 
left known as Lalng Road. The local whinstone. 
to use the Scots word for these hard crystalline 
rocks, crops out on each side, stained with iron. 
As a traveled thoroughfare the lane ends between 


two houses a few hundred yards on, but It con¬ 
tinues as an opening for a little way. flanked by a 
dense growth of broom eight to ten feet high. 
Then in this dark green thicket appears a little 
field sown with oats. The broom walls it round 
on every side and there are still little patches of 
It out In the dark soil, like Islets In a lake. The 
field lies on the summit of a ridge, and on the 
further side this ridge drops suddenly fifteen or 
twenty feet to a swampy terrace where, under 
spreading alders, the opening spathes of the wild 
arum or skunk-cabbage are piercing the moist, 
dark earth like spearheads of pale gold. Slipping 
down the bank I find that the terrace has origin¬ 
ated in springs Issuing from the base of the ridge, 
and I recall that on the Tolmle farm there is a 
very abundant perennial spring proceeding from 
what is the northerly extension of the one at 
whose base I now am. There are the remains of 
wooden cribs which once held in the water, but at 
present there is no sign of water except the gen¬ 
eral moisture of the ground. This Increases to¬ 
wards the north and makes progress in that direc¬ 
tion unpleasant. 

Regaining the summit of the ridge I note the 
half dozen large balsam firs with diameters up to 
a yard which rise above the broom. They are old 
friends, for years ago when I lived at Mount Tol¬ 
mle It was a favorite walk of mine to follow this 
ridge, and this group of firs made a conspicuous 
landmark. In those days the broom had not at¬ 
tained the wide distribution of to-day. and there 
were plenty of open spaces between where one 
might put up a bevy of quail. To-day. however, 
there Is nothing for it but to worm one’s way 
through the dense thicket In the general direction 
of the goal. At one place there Is a little water¬ 
course. too broad for Jumping where bushes and 
trees Impede the way. but a discarded bucket 
makes an excellent stepping-stone. Eventually the 
broom opens out a little and I come out by some 
large greenhouses situated In an open field. 

MARCH FLOWERS 

As once more the broom appears to form a 
close barrier between me and the road I must 
perforce pass through this property, and thus I 
visit the greenhouses. The Chinese attendant Is 
cheerfully pleased to see me. and as he speaks 
English fluently we are able to talk of the grow¬ 
ing tomato and cucumber crops. He shows me a 
plant of Chinese grapefruit grown from seed, 
easily recognizable as one of the orange and 
lemon family by the curious double-bladed leaves, 
a larger blade above, a smaller below. 


What Arthur’s 8eat Is to Edinburgh, what 
Mount Royal Is to Montreal, what Tamalpais is to 
San Francisco, such Is Mount Douglas to Victoria. 
As I emerge frern the hot. close atmosphere of the 
greenhouses Into the fresh, cool air I see before 
me the rocky scarp of the great hill. It rises 
island-like from the sea of evergreen trees. In 
vain for centuries they have tried to possess its 
bold precipitous south and west sides, but they 
have to be content to hang upon its broad flanks, 
though a few creeping up from the north and east 
have secured a footing on its crest. From every 
point about Victoria the huge pile of stone dom¬ 
inates the landscape. When you are returning 
home after weeks or months of absence it is its 
outline your eye halls from the steamer's deck as 
the first glimpse of old Camosun’s precincts. 

The long lane that leads up to the park Is 
sheltered from the wind, and here for the first 
time this year I see the broad-leaved shooting-star 
In full flower and with It the western buttercup. 
But when Its end Is reached and the gently ris¬ 
ing ridge merges in the mountain's base flowers 
suddenly become really numerous and the air 
brings one whiffs of the shooting-star's peculiar 
pungent odor. But It is on the still steeper sandy 
slopes of the main trail up—a trail as old as 
settlement In the vicinity, and probably as old as 
the coming of the elk and deer—that the most 
charming display of bloom is seen. Fortunately 
some of our most exquisite plants are too small to 
attract the attention of the "wild-flower fan.” 
and their beauty appears year after year with no 
diminution. 

Here, for example, is the collinsla or blue¬ 
eyed-Mary. The blue of Its petals Is very tender 
in spring and Inclined to violet. It Is scattered 
about on the sandy soil in little clumps at pre¬ 
sent, but later on the whole of these slopes will 
be dark blue. Higher up it is In the company of 
its common associate, the smallest or dwarf 
mlmulus or monkey-flower; both of them are 
growing in the crevices of the rocks, where a little 
soil has been gathered in process of time. The 
lowland saxifrage is in bud and occasionally a 
specimen in bloom occurs. Higher up and abo..- 
the summit the purple sisyrinchium or satin- 
flower Is out in all its splendor, always reminding 
one of some stately beauty of mid-Oeorglan days, 
when crinolines amply displayed skirts of richly- 
colored silk. Fawn-lilies or erythroniums are 
opening shyly, but they are not plentiful, nor in¬ 
deed ever are on the mountain. But the grassy 
banks near the summit are bright with the sul¬ 
phur-wort's bright yellow umbels and delicate 


almost fern-like leaves. There are patches, too. 
pf the dainty little Oregon cream-cups, no larger 
than a forget-me-not flower, and only an inch or 
two high, the only wild representative of the 
poppy family we have, and by no means common. 
And the lace-pod. lovely In fruit. Is already In 
bloom and the beautifully-marked pods are form¬ 
ing. 

SEEN FROM THE AIR 

Well, here we are at last on the summit, and 
what a day to be on itl Not a cloud In the sky, 
a gentle north wind blowing, scarcely a vestige of 
haze. The Cascades are visible as far south as 
Mount Rainier, though that mountain Is ex¬ 
tremely faint and could not have been picked out 
If Its position were not already known. Mount 
Baker rises clear and shining from the sea of its 
attendant heights. The Coast Range is like a bro¬ 
ken and Jagged wall of ice. Far away to the 
northwest and Just to the right of Mount Jeffrey's 
scafp a group of snowy peaks shines out like sil¬ 
ver. Possibly they belong to 5.000-foot Whym- 
per. to the north of Cowlchan Lake. The snow 
still lies on the slopes of Eagle Heights, beyond 
the Slckers. And then from Tuam and Tzouhalem 
and PrevoBt to Empress and Ragged and Shepherd, 
what an array of purple, blue and gray hills, 
stretching away to the west, where they look out 
on the entrance of the 8traits. The Olympics are 
so familiar that we sometimes forget they bear 
many faces; as many indeed as there are weather 
changes, and on Saturday they were very cold and 
aloof; It takes the moist air from the ocean to 
open up their valleys, and then when the sun 
shines on their sides and reveals the contours of 
foothill and mountain, they are exceedingly gra¬ 
cious. But turning away from the skyline we see 
land and sea much as from an airplane, for we 
are "in the air," more than 700 feet above the sea 
that washes Cordova Bay below us. The Lost 
Lake valley looks like an old-fashioned quilt with 
its patches of variously-colored soils and vegetable 
growth. The outstanding feature of the city’s 
profile against the sea is the grain elevator, which 
might easily be mistaken by a stranger for the 
new cathedral: it has the precise outlines of an 
old. English church with nave and square Norman 
tower, and with the sun behind It, for It is now 
high noon. Its great mass is in deep shadow and 
it has a solidity in keeping with its ecclesiastical 
resemblance. 

A TITAN'S CORDAGE 

On the highest point of the mountain an ex¬ 
cavation man-high In depth marks one of several 


attempts to discover precious metal In the veins 
that cut its tough rock. Sitting Just within its 
hollow and out of the wind that blows up here 
with some chilliness, and with the sun full In 
front, I smoke a meditative pipe and think of the 
origin of this great pile that rises so serenely 
above the surrounding valleys and plains. The 
Isolation of such hills or mountains led geologists 
on this continent to give to them the name of a 
notable one In New Hampshire. Mount Monad- 
nock. “Monadnock” Is an Algonquin Indian ex¬ 
pression meaning "the place where there Is a very 
high mountain," but geologically it is applied to 
what are known as residual mountains, or the iso¬ 
lated and lofty remnants that rise above worn- 
down plains. These residual masses are generally 
due to the superior hardness of the rock of which 
they are composed, or to the absence of fissures 
and lines of weakness, such as shear zones, and 
Mount Douglas is the result of the character of 
Its material In respect both to hardness and 
solidity. 

I have referred to the veins which in days past 
have proved so attractive to prospectors. These 
veins, some of which you can see from where I 
am now sitting on the summit, possess dimen¬ 
sions in width much larger than we commonly 
associate with veins. They weather a pale brown¬ 
ish white or even pure white, and this, taken with 
their manifest hardness, has led to their being 
mistaken for quartz veins: they are really com¬ 
posed of a mixture of quartz and felspar with 
small quantities of such minerals as pyrlte, whose 
weathering Is one of the causes of their brownish 
hue. Of their hardness the glaciation of the 
mountain gives proof. On the north side as else¬ 
where it will be frequently seen that the dark 
gneiss which constitutes the body of the rock has 
been so cut away that the veins stand out above 
the surface like the cordage of a Titan. This 
shows that the veins are very resistant even to 
such a searching and persistent form of mechani¬ 
cal erosion as comes from the friction of several 
thousand feet of moving, debris-loaded Ice. While 
the main mass of rock is cut below the level of 
the veins they, on the other hand, serve to protect 
the rock from excessive erosion where they t&e nu¬ 
merous, and especially where they form more or 
less of a network, as they so frequently do. Thus 
even quite large masses of vein-free rock may be 
protected to a great measure by being flanked by 
sections weil veined. Possibly this is the reason 
why there exists on the summit of Mount Doug¬ 
las a distinct saddle formed by the deeper weath¬ 
ering of a portion of the ridge, but It may be

that the rock is here more fractured and sheared 
than at either end. 

THE STUMP OF A MOUNTAIN 

But the difference in height Between Mount 
Douglas and the rock surface of the surrounding 
lowlands, much of which is concealed by thick 
deposits of glacial drift, is far too great to have 
been brought about by the work of the two ad¬ 
vancing ice-caps. Both lowland and mountain 
are the scoured and striated relics of an older 
land-surface predating, the Ice Age. Our Mount 
Douglas Park, In fact. Is the root or stump of an 
older mountain that towered above its surrounding 
plains, probably to a much greater height than 
does its present representative. If we take our¬ 
selves back in imagination to those far-off days 
when the climate of all this northern land as far 
as the Arctic Circle was notably warm and agree¬ 
able we should, I think, see a larger and loftier 
peak upon whose sides accumulated the debris of 
mllleniums of aerial weathering. 

One of the striking things seen from the top 
la the number of other monadnocks that mark the 
surrounding country and break up what would 
otherwise be a condition of monotonous relief. 
Oonzalese Hill. Mount Tolmie. Christmas HilL 
Little Saanich Mountain. Mount Wark. Bear Hill 
Mount Newton and Saddle Hill, all fall into this 
category, though few of them haVe the impressive 
.massiveness of Mount Douglas, although they may 
possess greater elevation. The accumulation of 
drift and post-glacial sediments about their bases 
is the chief cause of their lack of boldness and 
distinction. 

Returning by way of the steep and precipitous 
northwest side with its walls of lichened rock I 
follow the trail between what used to be, at least 
called The Pudding and a still smaller rocky ele¬ 
vation. both structurally and in composition parts 
of the main mass, and reach the road by Loet 
Lake. Here for the next mile or so we follow what 
was when the ice retired an arm of the sea. In 
the sides of ditches dug by the way and by the 
railroad on the other sides marine shells charac¬ 
teristic of waters colder than those at present 
washing our coasts are found in large numbers a 
couple of feet or so below the surface. Lost Lake 
Is the fast-diminishing remnant of the freshwater 
lake that succeeded with the emergence of the 
land above sea-level. To the botanist the shores 
of the present lake are Interesting because of the 
peculiar flora found there, a flora found la more 
perfect development In the bog on the Rithet 
farm. 


Island Octogenarian Seeks Coal to Prove He Is Right

C LOSE to the Island Highway at Tyee Crossing, 
about forty-five miles from Victoria, lives one 
of Vancouver Islands famous characters, 
Charles Edward Pearmlne, self-appointed post¬ 
master and railway agent without salary. 

Mr. Pearmlne la now In his eighty-fifth year. 
Besides meeting all trains on the Esquimau and 
Nanaimo Railway, hla chief task is searching in 
his "coal mine" for coal, providing there is not 
too much water in the mine. He has been sink¬ 
ing his mine for over three years, but is only 
down about fifty feet, using a hand bucket to 
remove gravel. 

"Occasionally some geologists drop in and give 
me their advice, and they tell me that I should 
find coal within a very few feet more." he says. 

Mr. Pearmlne is determined to find coal before 
he dies to prove he Is right. 


*1 not only believe there Is coal on my property 
but I know there Is oil on the east side of Mount 
Prevost as well as coal. I am also sure that the 
main body of copper at Mount Sicker is on the 
east aide." he said. 

Asked by the writer why he was trying to sink 
a mine alone at the age of eighty-five he said it 
was one way of keeping good health and finding 
something to do. 

"I don’t waste any time smoking or drinking, 
and can read as well without glasses as I could 
when a boy." he added. 

EVENTFUL LIFE 

"I have had an eventful life since leaving Lon¬ 
don, England, In 1809. I traded with buffalo 
hunters in Texas before coming to Vancouver 
Island. I also remember before coming to the 
American continent the time of the Crimean war. 
In those days my father was engaged in ship¬ 
building on the Thames m England. I well re¬ 
member the shipbuilding employees going on 


strike during the Crimean war. The men were 
getting roughly $5 per day and struck for 96. It 
was this strike that gave the Clyde its real start 
In shipbuilding on a large scale," he continued. 

"I was apprenticed to the shipbuilding trade, 
but like most boys of my age in those days, my 
eyes were turned towards the countries where the 
ships would likely go after we had completed 
them. 

"I had good times while I was a trader with 
the buffalo hunters and made good money. 

"I came to the area around Tyee before the Es¬ 
quimau and Nanaimo RaUway was buUt, and dur¬ 
ing the time the raUway has been running I have 
met practlcaUy every train, and have always tried 
to see that anything that is thrown off gets to Its 
rightful owner. 

NEIGHBORLY KINDNESS 

"I get nothing for my railway duties and for 

acting as postmaster and seeing that everybody 


gets what Is theirs, 
to my neighbors. 


I merely do It as a kindness 


“It is easy for yoq to see that I am a 
bachelor, but It Is not because I have not had any 
chance to marry. Why. bless my soul, I have had 
women come to my place and mention that I 
ought to get married. One very deliberate woman 
asked me how old I was, and I said she ought to 
be able to guess. The answer the woman gave 
was that I wasn’t too old and that she wanted a 
home. I told this woman that I was around when 
Moses wrote the ten commandments—and that 
had she suggested I get married about forty years 
ago I might have considered it.

The Interesting part about all this work going 
on la that the old-timer will not get one cent for 
all his labor, but he Is so determined to prove 
there Is coal at this point on the Tyee property 
that he will work at It until he dies should he not 
find any In the meantime. 

Mr. Pearmlne does not look his eighty-five 
years and is a very active man. 

Many people who go Up-island regularly have 
noticed this old-timer rushing across the highway 
to meet the trains, and many have seen him busy 
on his property close to the highway. Pew who 
have seen on the ridge what appears to be a 
water well know, (hat this la the "coming ooal 


mine," and few have realized that this same old 
fellow Is "the self-appointed postmaster and rail¬ 
way agent of Tyee. Few know that this old timer 
does all these things without pay. 

MEETS ALL TRAINS 

Ho has lived In a shack about 8x12 feet for 
nearly fifty years. Trainmen look forward to see¬ 
ing the old fellow rushing across to meet their 
trains. To the trainmen he really means nothing 
in so far as official duties go. but they know he 
will be on the spot or near by when tbelr trains 
pas-j through. He has become to the railway offi¬ 
cials a landmark, historical, too, because he was 
at Tyee before tho railway was built and has met 
the trains regularly ever since. 

"You can put me down as an optimist, at 
eighty-five." he concluded. "I may not get any 
money for what I am doing, but if I were a young 
man again I could make all kinds of money with 
the knowledge I have of the world. I missed all

Then he became the rabbi of a 
fashionable New York temple, where 
he preached national Judaism to a 
oongregatlon that didn’t know what he 
was talking about, and wouldn't have 
taken him seriously if It had.

T IE FIRST scientific study yet made of the emotional prob¬ 
lems, intellectual attitudes and personal habits of the fresh¬ 
man eo-ed in universities has just been completed by Dr. Eugenic 
Andrus Leonard, acting dean of women at Syracuse University. 

Her report covers investigations made throughout more than 
a year among more than 200 freshmen women in the university, 
who probably are typical of those in any community. It discloses 
some interesting findings. 

For example: 

Twenty-eight per cent of the co-eds 
said that they had been in love many 
tlmea; 8 per cent said iht y had occa¬ 
sional ‘'crushes” on boys: 21 per cent 
said that they .-tod been in love twice; 

10 per cent UML'been in love only once 
and 31 per c^hf ”had never been in love 
at all. Tvfo per cent did not commit 
themselves. 

TELL MOTHER OF LOVES 

Slxty-slx per cent talk over their love 
affaire with their mothers, and 62 per 
cent of them said that their mothers 
agree with ttyeui in regard to "petting" 
and "necking." 

Forty-one per cent of the freshmen 
girls smoke cigarettes. Of these, all! 
but 7 per oent learned to smoke In 
high school or boarding school. The 
mothers of most of these girls know of 
their smoking and 44 per cent of them 
do not object to It. 

Eighty-five per cent of the freshmen 
girls have already decided Just what 
they are going to do when they leave 
college. 

Only 35 per cent of the girls had 
changed any of their religious beliefs 
since entering college. 

Ninety-two per cent know how to 
dance, but only 24 per cent go regu¬ 
larly to week-end dancing parties. 

Seven per cent never go to dances at 
all. 

Seventy-three per cent thought that 
a college girl should know-about sex. 
and 67 per cent said that they be¬ 
lieved their mothers understood the 
sex problems of present-day young 
people. 

Here are some typical quotations 
from the girls* replies to Dr. I^onard’s 
questions: 

"I think that a mother should tell 
her daughter everything about life be¬ 
fore she comes away to school Instead 
of letting her find things out for her¬ 
self." 

"A girl should know how to take cate 


of herself under all conditions. She 
should know how to dress, how co 
smoke, how to drink a little, how to 
pet, so she won’t be surprised into 
anything, how to keep her heart and 
not to fall easily, and how to get along 
with other girls." 

*’I believe that a girl who has not 
been on her own to some extent during 
her high school years should not be 
allowed to go away to college.” 

"A girl should know all about the 
greater problems of sex. 8he should 
have some experience in petting, should 
have gone out with men and know how 
to hold them in check. She should 
know how to smoke and, If she drinks, 
when to scop." 

••I.EARN THINGS" AT COLLEGE 

Incidentally. 58 per cent of the girls 
said that they had learned things at 
the college talk-fests. where co-eds get 
together Informally to discuss their 
problems. Twenty-five per cent ad¬ 
mitted that they had been shocked b\ 
some of the things they had learned 
In these sessions. 

"College life." says Dr. Leonard, 
summing up her survey, "is not care¬ 
free or peaceful. It Is like all other 
forms of life—fraught with serious 
problems, hazards, responsibilities and 
supreme desires. 

"The data shows a yearning for 
ideals of ‘perfect knowledge.’ finding 
expressions In such phrases as *a glrj 
ought to know everything about life,’ 
and ’a girl ought to know all there Is 
to know.’

than the bracken of the hillside possesses. 

ON THE WAY TO A NEW SPECIES 

Still another Instance of a more emphatic char¬ 
acter is found in the imbricated or folded sword- 
fern, for here we have not ao much a change tak¬ 
ing place at once but one which appears to have 
come about a very long time ago. probably very 
slowly, and which has now attained a more or 
less permanent condition. The folded sword-fern 
resembles In fundamentals the common sword - 
fern of our woods. It Is smaller In size, however, 
and the leaflets of the frond are atiff and folded 
inwards toward* each other Instead of being in 


In shaded places the bracken would be one of the 
noblest of ferns. 

But see our fern on an exposed hillside, where 
it gets the full force of tb' summer sun, with no 
tree to cast a grateful shade over It. How 
changed It la! True, in spring it carpets the 
ground wltto a dense growth of the tenderest green 
and In autumn lta russet and yellow colors are 
worth walking a mile or two to see. But Its 
height Is now but two or three feet at the most, 
and It might almost pass for another species. The 
stems are hard and wiry, and the fronds are stiff 
and crisp. The whole internal structure has un¬ 
dergone certain changes which are reflected In its 
outward appearance and texture. The outer skin 
or epidermis has thickened to preserve the pre¬ 
cious water within the cells and the tissues within 
are less soft and spongy, more compact and resis¬ 
tant than In the sheltered relative of the shady 
woods. 

The change in such a water-loving fern as the 
lady-fern is even more remarkable outwardly. 


waxy covering diminished and the green chloro¬ 
phyll became exposed to an unheard-of degree. 
Probably In a very short time flowers, weak and 
few. will appear long before their season, and then 
the plant will die of premature old age. 

HOW THE BRACKEN CHANGES 

But while there are many plants that, like the 
stonecrop, will not long survive marked changes 
of condition, especially atmospheric condition, 
there are others that seem able to adapt them¬ 
selves with remarkable ease to quite extreme and 
violent transplantings. The common bracken fern 
is a very good illustration of this. In half-shaded 
places like the edge of a forest or the confines of 
a wild shrubbery, it will attain Immense size, tow¬ 
ering far above the head of him who seeks to 
penetrate its habitat. Ita stem is thick but flex¬ 
ible. and its fronds are soft and when broken 
exude freely the odor of their soft and spongy 
cells. If one could persuade It to grow singly out 
in the open and to such dimensions as it attains 


ones. Still more interesting was the change in 
color from the usual floury or mealy color like 
that of an auricula to a bright green. 

What was the reason for this change? It was 
due. no doubt, to the change from the customary, 
cool, moist, outdoor atmosphere to the warm dry 
air of a sitting-room, coupled with the unusual 
heat of the sun passing through the window. 
This had brought on a kind of premature and 
phenomenal growth:’ It was In fact a process of 
forcing. Just as we make rhubarb grow more 
quickly and at the same time more tender by 
covering it with a drain-pipe on end. so the warm 
and sheltered window had rendered all the tis¬ 
sues of the stonecrop more delicate, had promoted 
rapid vertical growth, .and had seriously affected 
the leaves. For the leaves of the stonecrop are 
the most important part of its economy. Their 
special task added to the customary one of food- 
manufacture Is that of storing water, but In the 
new surroundings the leaves, or. shall we say. the 
whole plant became careless and reckless. The
